| likeneth Poetrie to the Phylicke that men giue vnto little children when they ateſicke : his

This isthenthat honeſt fraud, in which (as P/utarch ſaith) he that is decceiued is wiſer then he 
that is not deceiued,and he that doth deceiue,is honeſter then he that doth not deceiue. 
 Butbriefly roanſwer to the chiefe obieRtions, { ornelis Agrippa, a man of learning and 
authoritic not to be deſpiſed , maketh a bitter inueRiue againſt Poets and Poeſie, andthe 
: ſumme of his reproofe of it isthis (which is all that can with any probablitie be ſaid againſt 


Foure obieftigs itz) That it is a nurſe of lies, a pleaſer of fooles, a breeder of dangerous errors,and an inticer 
epain{ Poctry, ©O wantonnefle, I might here warne thoſe that will vrge this mans authoritie tothe diſgrace 


of Poetrie , to take heed (of what calling ſocuer they be) leaſt with the ſame weapon that 
they thinke to giue Poetrie ablow, they giue themſclues a maime . For eprippataketh 
his pleaſure of greater matters then Poetrie: I maruell how he durlt doit, ſauce that I ſee 
he hath done it, he hath ſpared neither myters nor ſcepters. The courts of Princes,where 
yertue is rewarded, juſtice maintained, oppreſſions releeued, he cals them a Colledge of 
Giants,of tyrants,of oppreflors, warriors: the moſt noble ſort of noble men, he termeth cur- 
{ed, bloudie, wicked,and facrilegious perſons, Noble men (and ys poore Gentlemen) that 
thinke to borrow praiſe of our aunceſtors deſerts and good fame, he affirmeth to be a race 
of thefturdier ſort of knaucs,and licencious livers, Treaſurers and other great officers of the 
common wealth, with graue counſellers, whoſe wiſe heads are the pillars of theſtate, he af< 
firmeth generally to be robbers and peelers ofthe realme , and priuie traitors thac ſell their 


- Princes fauours,and rob wel-deſeruing {cruitors of theirreward,

rers: ſoas I thinke it were a good motion,and would eafily paſſe by the conſent of the three 
eſtates, that this mans authoritie ſhould be vtterly aduihilated , that dealerh ſo hardly and 
yniultly with all ſorts of profeſſions. Burt forthe reieRting of his writings, I refer it to others 
that haue powerto do ir,andto condemne him for a generall libeller,but for that he writeth 
+again(t Poetrie , I meane to ſpeake a word or twoin refuting thereof, And firlt for lying, 
- might if T liſt excuſe itby the rule of Poezicalicentia, and claime a priueledge giuen to Poe- 
tric, whole art is but animication (as Ari/torle calleth it } andtheretore are allowed to faiile 
whact hey lit, according tothat old verſe, _ |

W hich becauſe I count it without reaſon, I will Engliſh it without rime,

eAſtronomers, Painters, and Poets may te by authorities. 


Thus you ſee, that Poets may !ye if they liſt Camprimlegio: but what if they lye leaſt of all 
other men ? what if they lyc not atall? then TI thinke that great ſlaunder is verie vniuſt] 
raiſed vponthem, For in rmy opinion they are ſaid properly colye, that affirme that ro be 
true that isfalſe;and how other arts can free themſelues from this blame. letthem look that 
profeſſethem : bur Poets neuer affirming any for true, bur preſenting them to vs as fables 
andimitations, cannot lye thoughthey would : and becauſe this obieCtion of lyes is the 
chicteſt,and that vpon which the reſt be grounded, Iwilſtand the longer ypon the clearing 
thereof. 
The ancient Poets hauc indeed wrapped as it were in their writings diuers and ſundrie 


meanings, which they call the {ences or mylteries thereof, Firſt of all for the literall ſence 


(as it were the vtmoſt barke orryne ) they {et downe in manner of an hiſtorie, the as and 
notable exploits of ſome perſons worthie memorie; then inthe ſame fition, as aſecond 
rine and ſomewhat more fine, as it were nearer to the pith and marrow, rhey place the Mo- 
rall ſence, profitable for the aCtiue life of man}, approuing vertuous ations, and condem- 


ning the contrarie. Manie times alſo vnder the ſelfeſame words they 'comprehend ſome- 


true vnder{tanding of naturall Philoſophic , or ſometime of politike gouernement, and 
now and then of diuinitie : and theſe ſame {ences that comprehend ſo excellent know- 
ledge we callthe Allegorie, which Platarch defineth to be when one thing is told, and by 
that anothcris vnder{tood. Now let any man iudge,if it be a matter ofmeane art or wit,to 
containe in one hiſtoricall narration cither true orfained, ſo many, ſo diverſe, and ſo deepe 
conceits: but for making the matter more plaine I will alledge an example thereof,

#4 the fonne of Jupiter , by the patticipation of [upiters vertues that were in him 3 or 
rather comming of the ſtock of one ofthe kings of Creer, or Athens ſocalled; ſlue Gorgon 
atyrant inthat countrey ( Gorgon in greeke ſ1gnifieth earth) and was for his vertvous parts 


exalted by men yp into heauen, Morally it hgnificth thus much , Per/excs a wiſe man, 


ſonne of Jupiter endewed with vertue from aboue, (layeth finne and vice, athing baſe and 
earthly; ſignified by Gorgon , and ſo mounteth tothe skie of vertue : It hgnifhiesin one 
Kinde of Allegorie thus much; the mindof man being gorten by God, and fo the childe 
of God, killing and vanquiſhing the earthlineſſe of this Gorgonicall nature , aſcenderh 
vpto the vnde;ſtanding of heavenly things, of high things,ofecernall things,in which con- 
templation conliſteth the perfetion ofmancthis is the natural allegorie, becauſe man,one of

the chicke works of nature : It hath alſo a more hi oh and heauenly Allegoiie , that the hea- 


uenly nature, daughter of Iypuer, procuring with her continuall motion, cortuption and 
mortalitic in the interiour bodies , leucred it ſelte at !aſt from theſe earthly bodies, and flew 


vpon high,and there remaineth for ever, It hath alſo another T heologicall Allegorie, that 


the angehicall nature, daughter of the moſt high:God the Creator of all things ; kuling and 
oucrcomming all bodily ſubſtance, ſignified by Gorgen , aſcended into heauen : the like 
inficire Allegories I could picke out of other Pocticall fictions , fauethat I would auoid 
ecd1ouſnefſe; It ſufficerh me therefore to note this , that the men of greatelt learning 
and highelt wit in the auncient times , did of purpole conceale theſe decpe mylicries 
of learning , and as it were couer them with the veile of fables and verſe for ſundric call 
(es: one caule was, thatthey might not be raſhly abuſed by prophane wits, in whom ſci= 


| ence1s corrupted , like good wine in a bad yeſlcll: another caule why they wrote in verie, 


was conſeruation of the memorie of their precepts, as we ſce yetthe general rules almolt 


- of cueric art , not ſo much as husbandrie , bur they are oftrer recited and better remem- 


bredin verſeccheninproſe : another, anda princ:pall cauſeof all , isrobe able withone 
k:nde of meare and one diſh ( as Inay ſerall it )to feed divers taſtes. Forthe weaker ca- 


| pacities will feed themſelues with the pleaſantncfle of the biſtozie and ſweetnes ofthe 
'yerſe , ſome that haue Rronger Romackes will as it were take a further taft of the Mo- 
zaliſence, athird ſortmore high conceited then they , wall digett the Allegoric : lo as 11- 


deedit hath bene thonght by men of verie good judgement ', ſuch manner of Pocticall 
writing was ah excellent way to preſerue all kinde of learning from that corruption 
which now it lis cometo ſince they left that myſticall writing of verſe. Now though 1 
know the example and authoritie of -4fotle and Plato beltill vrged againſt this, who 
tooke to themlelues another manner of writing : firſt I may ſay indeed that lawes were 
made forpoore men , andnotforPrinces , for theſe two great Princes of Philoſophie, 


brake that former allowed manner of writing , yet P/aroſtil] preſerued the fable , butre- 


fuſed the verſe, e1/forlethough reiefting both , yet retained ſtill a kinde of obſcuritie, 
infomuch he anſwered eZexaader, who reprooucd him inafſort, for publiſhing the ſa- 
.cred ſecrets of Philolophie, th..the had ſet forth his bookes in a ſort, and yetnot ſet them 
forth; meaning that they were ſo obſcure that they would be ynderftood of few, except 
they came to him tor inltructions; orelſe without they were. of veric good capacitie and 


ſtudious of Philoſophie. But( as I fay ) Plaro howſocuer men would make him an enemie 


* of Poerrie{ becauſe he found indeed uſt fault with the abuſes of fome comicall Poets of 


his time}, or ome that ſought ro ſet vp new and fravge religions) yer you ſec he kept 
[tl] chat principall part of Poetrie, which is fiction and imitation; andas for the other 
part of Poetrie which is verſe, though he vſed itnot, yet his maiſter Socrates eucn in his 
old age wrote certaine verſes, as Platarhereſtifieth : but becauſe I haue named thetwo 
parts of Poetrie, namely inuenrion or fiction, and verſe, IJetys ſee how well we can au-: 
thoriſe the vie of boththeſe. Fuſt for iftion , againſt which as 1 told before ; many in-

ueizh, calling it by the foule name of lying , though notwithitanding, as I then ſaid,it is 


farchelt fromit|: Demoſthenes the famous and renowned Orator , when he would perſwade 
the Athenians to warre againſt Phi/;» , told them a folemne tale how the Wolues on a time 
ſent Ambaſlzdors tothe ſheepe, offering them peace ifchey would deliver vp the dogs that 
kept their folds , with all that long circumſtance ( needelefſe to be repeated) by which ne 
perſwaded thein far more {trongly then ifke ſhould have rold them in plaine rerwes, that 
Philip tought to bereaue them of their chiefe bulwarks% defences, to have the better abili- 
tie toouerthroww them.But what need ie fetch an aurhority ſo far off from heathen authors, 
that haue many neerer hand both intirnc and in place? Bilhop Fi/her aftour Prelat/though. 
I do not praile his Religion ) when he was affaid by king He.rie the eight for his o0od 
will and aſſent for the ſupprefſion of Adbyes , the king +. that he would bertake 
away the {upetfluities, andletthe ſubſtance Rand(hll, or at leak feeirt conuerted to better

: and more godly vies : the graue Biſhop antweredit in this kinde of Poeticall parable : He 


ſaid there was an axe that wanting ahelue came to a thicke and huge oucrgrown wood,and 
belought ſome of the great okes 1 that wood, to ſpare him ſo much timber as to make him 


lg a handle or helue, promiling that it he might fiade that tauour , he would in recompence 
Jy thereot,haue great regard in preferuingrtaat wood,in pruning the branches,in cuiting away 
bh: the vnproticable and ſuperfluous boughes, 10 paring away the bryers and thoines that 
70 were comberſome3o the tayretrees,and making itin fine a groue of great delight and plea- 


ſure:bur when this ſaine axe had obrained his ſuie, he fo laid adout hin, and to pared away 
both timber and top and lop, that inſhort ſpace of a woodland he made ua champion, and 
| made her liberalitic the inſtrument of her ouerchrow, + rk 
_ Now though this Biſhop had no very good ſucceſle with his parable, yet it was fo farre 
from being counted alye, thatit was plainly ſeene ſoone after that the tame axe did both 
hew downe thoſe woods by the roots, and pared him oft by che head, and wasa peece of 
Prophecie,as well as a peece of Poetric: and indeed Prophets and Poets haue bene thonghe 
crolaue a great atfinite, as the name /ares in Latin doth teltifie, Butto come againe tothis. 
manner of fiction or parable, the Prophet Narhangreprouing king Damid tor his great finne 
of adulterie and murther,doith he not come to him with a pretic parable,ot a poore man and 
. his lambe that lay in his botome , and cat of his bread , and che rich man that had whole 
flocks of his owne would needs take it from him? In which as it is cuident it was but a para- 
ble, ſo ir were vnreuerent and almoſt blaſphemous to fay it was alye, But to go higher, did 
not our Sautour himlelfe ſpeake in parables? as that devine parable of the ſower,that com- 
fortable parable ot the Prodigall ſonne, that dreadfull parable of Dives and Lazariw,though 
I know otthis laſt, many ofthe fathers hold thar it is a ſtorie indeed, and no parable, Bu in | 
the ret it is manifeſt, that he that was all holineſſe, all wiſedome, all truth, vſed parables, _ - 
and cuen ſuch as diſcreet Poets vie , whete a good and honeſt and wholſome Allegoric is 
hidden ina pleaſant and pretiefiftion, and therefore for that part of Poetrie of Imitation, Twoparts of 
Ithinke no body will make any queſtion, but it is not onely allowable, bur godly and com- puerrie, 
mendable, ifthe Poets ill handling of it doe nor marre and peruert the good vie of it. The Imitation or 
other part of Poetrie, which is Verſe, as it were the clothing or ornament of it, hath many /*e2*19nand 
good vſes; of the helpe of memorie I ſpake ſomewhat before; for the words being couched "_ 
rogether in due order , meaſure, and number, one doth as it were bring on 3nother, as my 
{cltc hauc often proued, and ſoI thinke do many belide, (though for my owne part I can 
rather bolt of the marring a good memorte, then of hauing one, ) yet haue cuer found, 
that Verle is cahier to learnceand farre better to preſerue in memorie,then is prole. Another 
| ſpeciall oracein Verſe isthe forcible manner of phraſe , In whichif it be weil madc,it farre 
. excclleth looſe ſpeech or proſe ; athird is the pleaſure and {weerenefſe tothe eare, which 
makes the difcourſe pleaſant vnto vs often time when the marter it ſelte is hatſh and vn- 
acceptable; for my owne part I was neuer yet ſo good a husband , to take any delightto 
; hearc one of mv ploughmen tell how ah acre of wheat muſt be fallowd and twyfallowd, 
| and how cold land ſhould be burned , and how fiuntull land muſt be well harrowed , bur 


when I ncare one read Virgil where he ſaith:

thinkes all that while I could find in my heart to driue the plough. But now for the autho. 
riticof Verſe, if ir be not ſufficient to ſay forthem, that the greateſt Philoſo phers,and gra- 
veſt Senatours that cuer were, haue vſed chem both in their ſpeeches and in their writings, 
that precepts of all Arts haue beene deliuered in them,that verſe is as auncient a writing as 

roſe, andindeedmore auncient,in reſpeAthat the oldeſt workes extant be verſe , as Or- 
phe, Linus, Heſjodra, and others beyond memorie of man,or mention almoſt of hiſtorie;if 
none of theſe will ſerue forthe credit of it , yet let this ſerue,that ſome part of the Scripture 
was written in yerſe,as the Pſalmes of Dama, and certaine other ſongs of Deborah, of Salo- 
mon and others, which the learnedeſt diuines do affirme to be verſe, and find thatthey arein 
meeter,though the rule of the Hebrew verſe they agreenot on.Suffceth itme onely to proue 
that by the authoritie of ſacred Scriptures, both parrs of Poefie, inuention or imitation, and 
verſe are allowable,and conſequently that great obieRion of lying is quite taken away and 
refuted. Now the ſecondobieRtion is pleaſing of fooles; I haue already ſhowed, how it dif- 
pleaſerth not wiſe men,now ifit haue this vertue to, to pleaſe the fooles,and ignorant,I wold 
thioke this an article of prayſe not of rebuke:wherefore I confeſſe that it pleaſeth foolesand 
ſo pleaſeth them, thatifthey marke ir and obſerue it well,it will in time make chemwile, for 
in verſe is both goodneſſe and (weetnefſe , Rubarb and Sugercandie, the pleaſant and the 
profitable: wherefore 4 Herace ſayth, Omne tulit punftum qui miſc viile aulcs, he that can 
mingle the {\weete and wholſome, the pleaſant and the profitable, he is indeed an abſolute 
oo0d writer,& ſuch be Docts,it any be ſuch,they preſent vnto ys a prettie tale,able to keepe 
a childe from play , and anold man from the chrmnie corner : Or as the ſame Horace ſatth,

"One tels a couetous man atale of 7xtalus, thatfirs vp to the chinne in water, and yet 


| is plagued with thirſt, This ſignifies the ſelfeſame man to whom the tale isro!d, chatwal- 


lows in plentie, andyer his miſerable minde barres him of the vie of it : As my ſelfe knew 


'. and Iam ſure many remember Iuſtice Randalof London, a man paſſing impotent in body 


but much more in mind,thart leauing behind him a thouſand pounds of gold in a cheſt ful of 
old boots and ſhoes,yet was ſo milerable,that at my Lord Maiors dinner they ſay he would 
put vp a widgen for his ſupper,and many a good mcale he did take of his franke neighbour 
the widdow Penne : but to come to the matter, this ſame great finne that is laide to Poetrie 


theahurd ding oferrours which is the third Obiection, I fce not why it ſhould breed any when none

4s bound to belecue that they write, nor they looke not to haue their fiftions belceued in 
thelicerall ſence, aud therefore he that well examine whence errours ſpring, ſhall findethe 
writers of proſe & not of yerſe, the authors and maintainers of them, and this point I count 
ſo manitelt as it needesno proofe. The laſt reproofe is lightnes and wantonnes,this is indeed 
an Obicction of lome importance, fith as Sir Philip S1dney confeſſerh, Cypidois crept euen 
intothe HeroicallPoemes,& conſequently maketh that alſo,ſubieQro this reproofe:I pro= 
miſed in the beginning not partially to praiſe Poeſie , bur plainly and honeſtly to confeſſe 
thar,that might truely be obiected againſt it, and if any thing may be , ſure 1t is this laſcivi- 
ouſnefſſe;yct this I will {ay , that ofall kinde of Poeſie, the Heroicall is leaſt infected there- 
with. The other kindesI will rather excuſe then defend , though of al] the kindes of 
Poehte it may be ſayd, where any ſcurrilitie and lewdneſſe is found ; there Poetric doth 
not abuſc ys , but writers haue abuſed Poetrie. Andbricflie to examine all the kindes: 
Firſt the Tragicall is meerely free fromir, as reprefe nting onely the crue!l and la:vleſſe pro- 
ceedings ot Princes, mouing nothing bur pitie or deteſtation. The Comical! (whatſocuer 
tooliſh play makers make it offend in this kind) yer being rightly yied , itrepreſents them

Concluding thus, 
| Laudetur, placeat, vigeat, relegatur, ametur, 
This isa great praiſe, comming from ſo greata Prince, For later times,to omit Sca/gey, 


 whoml recited before, that affirmeth the reading of Yirgs/ may make a man honelt and ver- 


rwous : thatexcellent Italian Poet Dart profeſſerh plainly, that when he wandred out of the 
right way (meaning thereby,when he lived fondly and looſly) Yirgs was the firlt that made 
him looke into himſelfe, and reclaime himfelte from that ſame dangerous and leud courle. 
But what need we further witneſſe, do we not make our children reade it commonly before 
they can vnderſtand it,as ateſtimonie that we do generally approue it? andyet we ſee old 


menſtudie it, as a proofe that they do ſpecially admire it: ſo as one writes very pretily, that 


children do,wade in Virgi, and yetfirong men do ſwim in ir, 
Now to apply this to the praiſe of mine author, as I ſaid before,ſo I ay ſtill, whatſocuer 


is praiſe-worthy in 7irg:l,is plentifully to be found in Ar:eſto, and ſomethings that Virgil 


could not haue for the ignorance of the age he livedin, you find in my author,ſprinkled 0+

Theſe and infinite places full of Chriften exhortation, doQrine and example, I could 
quote out of the book, ſaue that I haſten to an end,and it would be needles to thoſe that wil 
not read them in the booke it (elfe, and ſuperfluous to thole that will-but molt manifelt iris 
and not co be denyed, that inthis point my author is to be preterred before all the ancient 
Pocts,in which are mentioned ſo many falſe Gods, and of them fo many fowle deeds, their 
contentions, their adulteries, their inceſt, as were both obſ{cenous in recitall,and hurtfull in 
_ example: though indeed thoſe whom they rearmed Gods, were certaine great Princes that 
committed ſuch enormous faults,as great Princes in Jate ages(tha: loue [it!] to be cald Gods 
ofthe earth)do often commit. But now it may be andis by ſome obicRted, chat although he 
write Chriſtianly in ſome places,yet in other ſome, he is too laſciuious, as in that ofthe bau- 
dy Fricr, in Alcina atd Rogeros copulation, in Anſeln:e his Giptian, un Richardetto his meta- 
morphoſis,in mine hoſts cale of Aſo/fo,and ſome tew places befide;alas if this be a fault, par- 
don him this one faultzxhough I doubt to many of you (gentle readers )will be too cxorable 
in this point;yca me thinks I ſee ſome of you ſearching already fortheſe places of the book, 
and you are halte offended that I haue not made ſome directions that you might finde our 
and read them immediatly, But I beſeech youſtay a while, and as the Italian ſaith Pian pia- 
»o,fayre and ſoftly,and take this caucat with you,to read them as my author meant them,to 
breed deteſtation and not deleRation:remember when you read of the old lecherous Frier, 
that a fornicator is one of the things that God hateth. When you read of A{cina, thinke 
bow 7o/ephfled from his intifing miſtres; when youlight on A»/elmx tale, learne to loath 
bealtly couctouſnes, when on Richarderro , know that ſweet meate will haue ſowre ſawce, 
when on mine hoſts cale(if you will follow my conn mnee ouer the lcafe and et it alone, 
although cucn that lewd tale may bring ſome men profit, and T haue heard that it isalready 
(aud perhaps not vnficly)termed the comfort of cuckolds.But as I ſay,ifthis be a fault,then 
Uirgi committed the ſamefaultin Dido and e/£neas entertainement:& it lome will ſay, he 
tels that mannerly and couertly, how will they excuſe that, where Yalcan was inteated by 
Ven to make an armour for c/Encas?

diſcourſe ofthe bog with Vhyſes, Further, forthe name of the booke, which ſome carpe at, 
becauſe he called it Grlar.do Furieſo rather then Rogero, in that he may alſo be defended by 
example of Homer,vho profeſſing to write of Achilles,calleth his booke Iliade of Troy,and 
not edchillide. As for Ariſtorlesrules, I take it, he hath followed them verie ſtrictly, 

Briefly, Ariſtotle and the beſt cenſurers of Pochie , would haue the Epepeia, that is, the 
heroicall Poem, ſhould ground on ſome hiftorie, and take ſome ſhort time inthe ſame to 
bewtifie with his Poetric : ſo doth mine Author take the ſtorie of K, Charls the great, and 
doth not exceed ayeare or therabout in his whole worke, Secondly they hold,that nothing 
ſhould be fayned wtterly incredible. And ſure Ario5to neither in his inchantments excec= 
deth credit { for who knowes nothow ſtrong the illuſions of the diuell are? ) neither inthe 
miracles that A/o/fo by the power of SF. John is fayned ro do , fince the Church holdeth that 
Prophets both aliuc and dead, haue done mightie great miracles. Thirdly, they would haue 
an heroicall Poem(aſwell as a Tragedic)to be full of Peripersa, which Linterprer an agniti- 
on of ſome ynlooked for fortune either goodlor bad, and a ſudden change thereof: of this 
what ore there be the reader ſhall quickly finde,' As for apt fimilitudes,for paſſions well ex- 
prefſed,of loue,of pitic, of hate, of wrath, a blind man may ſee, if he can but hearc, that this 
worke is full of them. 

There follows onely tworeproofs , which I rather interpret two peculiar praiſes ofthis 
writer aboue al that wrote before him in this kind : One , thathe breaks off narrations ve- 
rie abruptly , ſo as indeed a looſe vnattentiue reader, will hardly carrie away any part of the 
ſtorie: but this doubrleſle is a point of great art, to draw a man with a continuall thirſt to 
reade ouer the whole worke, and coward the end of the booke, to cloſe vp the diverſe mat- 
ters briefly and cleanly, 1f S, Philip Szdney had counted this a fault, he would not haue done 


ſo himſelte mn his Arcadia. Another faulr is, that he ſpeaketh ſo muchin his owne perſon by - 


digreſſion , which they ſay alſo is againſt the rules of Poetrie , becauſeneither Homer nor 
Urrgil didir, Me thinks it is a \uffcient defenceto { ay, e10fto doth it; ſure Tam, it is both 
delighttull and verie profitable,and an excellent breathing place for the reader,and even as 
if aman walked in a faire long alley,to haue a ſeat or reſting place here and there is eafic and 
commodtous : but if atthe ſame ſeate were planted ſome excellent tree, thatnot onely with 
theſhade ſhould keepe vs fromthe hear, but with fome pleaſant and right wholſome fruite 
ſhould allay our thirſt and comfort our ſtomacke,we would thinke it for the time a litle pa- 
radice:{o are Artoſtor morals and pretie digrefſions ſprinkled through his long worke , to 
thenoleſſe pleaſure then profit of the reader, And thus much be ſpoken for defence of 

mine Author, which was the ſecond part ofmy Apologie. | 
Nowremainesthethird partof it, in which I promiſed to ſpeake ſomwhat for my ſelfe, 
which part, though it haue moſt need of an Apologie both large and ſubſtantial}; yer I will 
run it over both ſhortly andflightly, becauſe indeed the nature of the thing it ſelfe isſuch, 
thatthe more one doth lay, thelefſe he ſhall ſeeme to ſay; and men are willinger to praiſe 
thatin another man, which himſclte ſhall debaſe, then that which he ſhall ſeeme to main- 
taine, Certainly if ſhould confeſſe or rather profefſe,that my verſe is vnartificiall, theflile 
rude,the phraſe barbarous,the meeter ynpleaſant,many more would belecue itro be ſo,thE 
would imagine that [ thought them ſo:for this ſame g12evlic or ſelfe pleaſing is ſo comon a 
thing,as the more a man proteſts himſelfeto be from it, the more we wil charge him with 
it, Wherefore let me take thus much ypon me;,that admit ithaue many of the forenamed im=

In this xx booke , in Rogeros valiant proceeding for the. deliuerie of Richardetto ( t hough as thea not knavone to 
him what he was ) may be noted a wonderfull courage and promptnes bo honorable explvits : In the great likenes of face 
of Bradamant and Richardetto (thoweh thu be but a fiction ) yet we may obſerue the rare s and (4s it were) cunning 
workmanſhip of nature; admirable, as wel! in mal.ing ſo many ſundrie countenances, one vnlike another : as alſo ſome- 
times in making ſome ſo exceeding like, which in deed thaugh it ſeldomer fortunes,and ſooner alters in brother and ſofter; 
yet in two brothers, it is ſeene many times, and therefore not improbable tobe written , as it # here for the forenamed 
couple.Thawe beard in England of the two Tremannes not many yeares paſt:Thaue knowne my ſelfe two of the Wrothes 
in Eaton ſchoole, and lately in her Maieſties court two Tracies , two proper and valiant young Gentlemen ; whommy 
ſelfe being familiarly acquainted with , yet I could verie hardly know one from the other .

of writing in proſe; Stlus cſt optumus dicendi magiſter,ſed laboris magni eſt, plerique fugimus. Writing is the 
beſt (chrolmaſter for eloquence, but (ſaith he) it # a painfull thing, and that moſt of vs cannot away withall. And yet 1 
find (hauing written in both kinds now and then, as my ſlender capacitie would ſerue me) that proſe « like a faire Creene 
way,wherin a man may trauel a great iorney and not be weary; but verſe u a miry lane,in which a mans horſe puls out 
one ley after another with much ado, and often drives his maſter to light to helpe him out : but Iſhall trauell anon fo far 
in thu greene way that 1 ſhal be out of my right way,or at leaſt beſide my matter, and therfore Inow come to the moral, 
In the Morall of thu xxxy. booke, in the perſon of Agramant we may note, how a Generall muſ# not vpon one foyle 
or one ill day ( as they call it) deſpaire of bis affaires, or abandon by enterpriſe, but betake him tc ſome ſtrong place of 
aduantaze, till they may make head againe. In which hind,the old Romanes (conquerors of the world) aboue all other 
things ſhewed their wnconquered hind; ; and ſpecially then,when Terentius Varro had receaued that great foile and 
owerthrow by Hannibal, as Liyic nvteth in the end of the xx. booke. Quo in tempore ipſo, aded magno animo ciui. 
tas fuit,yt Conſuli ex tanta clade (cuius ipſe magna cauſaftilſer) redeunti, & obuiam tum frequenter ab omnibus 
ordinibus fit,& gratiz atz,quod de republica non deſperallet. Cui fi Carthaginienftum duQor fuiſſer,nihil recu- 
ſandum ſupplicy forct , What time (ſaith Liuie) the citie was of ſo great courage, that the Conſull returning from ſo 
mithtie an owertbrow (of which himſelfe had bin a great occaſion) yet was publiky and ſolemnly met by all the Compas 
nics,and had ſpeciall thanks giuen him becauſe he deſpaired not of the common ſtate: who had he bin captain of the Car- 
thaginians,no puniſhment bad bin too much for him. Furtber in Brunello that had ſomtimes bin Agramants ſecretary, 
9. yet now was hanged for ſtice ſake, we may nate,that wicked m#,though they be ſomtime aduanced by theirPrinces 
to great honors and wealth, yet when their oppreſſions and thefts ſhal be plainly boulted out aud manifeſtly proued, law 
will hawe his courſe,and inſtice muſt be done. And yet we ſee alſo in thu booke,in Bradamants defencs of Vilany againſt 
the law of for Triſtrams lodge, that for the moſt part lawes are but like Spiders webs,takyng the ſmall Gnats,or perhaps 
ſometime the fat fleſh flies, but Hornets that bawe ſharpe ſtings and greater ſtrength, breakg through them, 

Of loſuas day, which he toucheth in the xi.ſtaffe, the holy Scripture ſpeakes of, how he made the Sunne ſtand ſtill, 
But for the falſe Amphitrios nizht,though it ſeeme meere fabulous as it us told, that lupiter made the night three nights 
long ,to take the more pleaſure of Alcrnene, yet me thinke it # worth the obſeruation, bow the very prophane and vaine 
writings of old times do concurre with the ſacred Scriptures, for whenſoewer the birth of Hercules was,which Idare wt 
aſfirme to hawe bin at that time,and yet by computation it wil not fall long after. For Hercules was a great while before 
the laſt Troian warres, and many old writers azree,that Priamus lived in Dauids time, and ſent to him for ſuccor:but 
bowſveuer that may be proned for the certaine time of bu birth, certain it is, when the Sunne ſtood ſtill in one part of the 
world, then in reaſon at their Antipodes and inthe other Hemiſpheare it muſt needs be night all that while. And if the 
S unne were almoſt downe when lolua ſpake ( as it may be comtectured) becauſe he would not feare want of light to pur- 
ſue bu enemies wntill the Sunne were neare ſetting, then it might be night even in the ſame Hemiſpheare within a 
degrees. As for example, it u night one bunderd miles Eaſtward ſooner then it is ſo farre Weſtward by a good while: 
(as they that are Aſtronomers caneaſily reſolue the ſumpleſt that .) But to be ſhort, it is verified by many writers,thas 
there was one night obſerued to be longer then her fellowes which night either Hercules was borne vpongor elſe was fas- 
ned tobe begotten vpon, and therefore they fernamed him Tprvoxrecc of that night that was as 1 9117 4s three nights. But

Appelles borne at Coar,was beld in ſuth reputation for his drawing, that Alexander the great gave commandement Appclles. 
that none ſhould make hs pifture but onely Appelles. He began the mage of Venus, and died ere it was done, leaning 
the imperfit worke ſo fullof the perfetliofs of bu art that no man durſt euer take vpon him to end it:ſo as ewen to thy day 
if any bezin a work in anykind with any felicitie,and after leaue ut ynfiniſhe they ſtraight liken him to Appelles. Now 
h auing |poken ſo much of all theſe famaus men of old times , it were an enuious part toſay nothing of thoſe of thu age, 
that haue bin famous, and are named\by mine author alſo : wherefore 1 would touch one or two of them. : 
Leonard Vinci was a Florentine, a good ly man of perſon , and ſo excellent inthe Idea or the conceiued forme of bus Leon. Vinci, 
worke, that though he could finiſh but few workes,yet thoſe he did had great admiration, 
Alſo there was Andrew Mantinea (whom 1forgot ro put in by overſight in by due placegbut Iwill makg him amends Andr.

Michacl Agnolo (we pronounce ut Michel Angelo) was therare man of thu age for drawing and caruing both, at« 
taining to the execllency of the art very yong,and doing many notable works:but three be moſt famous,one was" caruino 
of an Image of Pitie in Rome, another was a Giant in Florence, the third was a picture of certain naked men that _—_ 
to wa 11 them ſelues in Arno and hearing of, a it udden alarme in the camp they made haſt fo put 0n their clothes: in which 
priiture were contained all the geſtures ,lookes and motions that men could imagine would happen in ſuch an accident; hy 
father frnamed bim Angelo nb cradle, as a preſage of ſome great excellencie aboue ordinary that be ſhoyld row to, 
R aphacl and Sebaltianiwere but hi; ſchollers, though both very perfett : all which Thaue the more willingly noted, and 
at more length then I'was wont in the former baokes in like matters ſo lightly touched, both becauſe my ſelfe (Imuſt con. 
feſſe) tahe great pleaſure in ſs wh workes (45 pleaſing ornaments of « houſe,and good remembrances of our friends) as alſo 
to ſhew in what great reckning that ſcience hath bin with Emperors and great Princes,and with Prelats and religious 

erſons; howſoewer ſome auſtere or rather vnciuil perſons,will ſeeme either to condemme it or contemne it. And though 
indeed this Realme bath not bred any Michel Angelos, nor men of ſuch rare perfection as may deſeruc hy title; 
Michel (more then a man) Angell divine. | 
Yet Imay ſay thus much withont partialitiefor the honor of my country, as mine autbor hath done for the honogr of bys, 
that we hawe with vs at thu day one that for limming (which Itake tobe the very perfettion of that art) # comparable 
with any of any «ther countrey. And for the praiſe that I told "yu of Parrhaſius for taking the true lines of the face, 
Re that Liues at this day * 45 among other things of hs do= 
1ng my ſelfe haue ſeene him m white and black in foure lines only ſet downe the ſeature of the Queenes Maieſttes coun- 
tenancethat it was euen thereby to be knowne, and he is (6 perfect therein (as Thaue heard others tell) that be can ſet is 
downe by the Idea he hath, without any patterne; which (for all Apclles priuiledge)) was more (1 beleene).thenhe could 
hae done for Alexander, But 1am entred ſo far ito piftures,that Ihnow not bow to get out againe:and thigh there be 
ſo much ather ſtory in this xxx1y booke as wil acke ſome time, yet I thought better to ſet downe thu of theſe notable men 
here altogether,for thoſe that have a mind to reade it then to have turned them ouer to the Table,where they muſt look 
one in one place, and another in another, according as the names would fall out in order of Alphabet . "But now to the 
French ſtorie. | 
Clodoucus was the firſt king of France,after that Clodoucus that firſt receaued the Chriſtian Religion, This Prince, 


what time Grimoaldo Duke of Beneuent had ciuill warres in Lombard 'y with Perderite and Gondiberto two brothers, 


tahins this oportunity made warre on Grimoaldo: byt Grimoaldo doubting bu ſtrength to meet them inthe field, with 
a mitable ſtratazem vanquiſhed them:he fained as if he fled and forſooh, his tents,leauing them ful of vittall and ſtrong 
wines, which the French men ſo eagerly deuoured,, and dranke ſo dewoutly of the wine, that it made them ſleepe more 
ſoundly that night then was for their ſafetie:for the Duke of Benenent ſet on them in the dead of the night, and ſo mare 
by force of his wine then of hu weapons vanquiſhed them, 

In the time of Pope Vrban the fourth, mentioned couertly in the 18. /}a fe, one Charles Duke of Aniou was called 
into Italy by the ſaid Pope, and pronounced King of Sicily. But in a ſhort trme hauing done many great feats, the Si= 
cilians conſpired aTainſt him by the meanes of one lohn of Procida , and murdered them all with great crueltie at the 
ſound of an evenſong bell:ſo as i8 1« to this day a by-word vſed in Italy if any notable crueltie be done,that is withall ſo- 
dainly executed they call it the Stciliaus euenſong:for they did at one euenſuny hill not onely all the Frenchmen,but alſo 
all the women they thought to be with child by them. 

The Earle of Marca,mentimed inthe 21 ſlaffe maried Qeene Toan of Naples (the matter for the ſtrangenes of the 
preſedeut,I thought worth the noting) this loan being ſ6ſter to Charles the third , and heire generall to the Crowne of 
Naples, was contented, for auoiding the foule infamie that ſhe had by her ouer great familtaritie, and the too much in- 
ward acquaintance of one Pandolto a meane mano marry with one lames Earle of Marca , and of the bloud royall of 
France:but firſt ſhe indented withhim that he ſhould onely hawe the bare title of K ing,but ſhe would haue the gowerne- 
ment wholly in her hands:he being once in poſſefſion,brake hs couenant,and would needs Touerne all: but [he by the help 
of Francis Sforſe,;n-the end depriued him of the whole,and ſent him backe into his country againe,where the popre Gene 
tleman was #lad to make bimſelſe an Hermit, 

L odwike Sforle ſpoken of in the 28./t.a Tit e,for emulation of the hing of Naples,firſ brought Charles the eight into I- 
taly,and made bim ſo ftrong,that inthe end he was not able to get him out againe. Thu Lodwike his manner was fill 
to be plotting of new denicesto ſet other Princes at variance; now taking part with one fide openl ly, and feed ng the 0= 
ther with money ſecretly; never faſ? friend to any, never ſo proud as when with his ſmooth tonTue and faire promiſes he 
had beguiled ſome plaine and »pen man, not ſo fine headed as himſelfe. Now though we might perhaps note ſme men 
of our time held for notable wiſe men, and leaning much to this hind of courſe, yet I ſee ſmall incouragement, either by 
hu beginni ns, or proceeding, or ending, why any ſhould thinke him worth the following © he began an vſurper, he lined 
a diſſemblerbe died a begger, and (which y worſe) a priſoner. Further it is mted in Guichiardine that he ſpent («51

That was Dido: The ſtorie is well knowne of Pi gmalions crueltiein marderins Sycheus for hope of his money, but Dido 
warned in a dreame by the gift of Sycheus,tooke away all the gold,and fled with diners confederatesto Lybiain Aﬀrik, 
and there bargained to buy as much ground as ſhe could compaſſe with abulshide:which bargain being made,ſhe cut ://e 
hide into an infunit company of ſmal thongs ,and ſo built the famous city of Carthaze within that cdpaſſe,as Virgil noteth:

Taurino quantum poterant circundare tergo. 

Zenobia Oweene of the Palmirens, widow, or as we call it ,d owarer of Odenatus : ſhe rebelled arainſi the Romaine 
Empire, and fought many battels very proſperouſly; but afierward by Aurelianus ſhe wes befreged in the citie of Pal- 
mira, and in her flizht from thence ſhe was taken and brought to Rome in Triu mph, 

She that Inde and Aflure frayd: ths was Symiramis wife of N ynus,who was a notable warrier;had not her vn- 


bridled luſt of the fleſh ſtained the honour of her other vertuc;, which as it became her owne deſtruction, ſo it hath left a 


notable example to all other Princes of her ſex, to tale heed and eſchew the like infamie, and ſpecially (though they be 
aboue all poſutiue lawes) yet not to pollute the lawes of nature.

(wheras one fagot laid on at the firſt would hane roſted it)/he ſpent foure or fine fazots more then ſhe needed; ey yet when 


| all was done, her meat was ſcorched of one ſede,and raw of the tother ſide:her frends ill content with their fare, and ſhe 


enforced ere winter went about,to borrow wood of her poore neixhbours, becauſe ſo many of her owne fagots were ſpent.

Illc etiam patrijs ignem ciet Ocnw ab otis, 
Faridicz Mantws, & Thuſc: filius amnis, 
Qui muros; matriſque dedit t1bi Mantuanomen, 
Concernins thoſe braye men with whom Orlando compareth Brandimart, che Decij. M. Curtius, a:d Codrus of the 
Decij,one of them had a dreame or viſion,that told hinrhow tn the battel which he was to fight next day withthe Latins 
the Captain of one fide,and the army of the other ide ſhould periſh,wherups he being then Conſul,ran wilfully on by ene- 
mies and was ſluine,and ſo gat the vittory for the Romans. Hy ſon Decius did the like after him : Cartuis lept into the 
gulfe, that was prophecyed ſhould newer be ſtopt,tillthe moſt precious iewell the Romans had were thrown into the ſame. 
Codrus dyed thus, the Dorians hauing warre with the Athentans, the Gracle told them of Athens, that if Codrus 
were ſlaine by the enemies, then the Athenians ſhould haue the viftorie : this newes being no:ſed inthe Dorians campe, 
they gaue flraight charge that non-ſhould kl CodruS;but he minding ts aye for the defence of hs countriecounterfaited 
himſelfe like a Dedler, or ſuch like, and came to the campe of enemues, and pickins a quarrell there of purpoſe with ſome 
of the ſouldiers, was ſlaine among them.

Thirdly Ammon doth well to ache pardon of Rogero for his bard vſage : then the Bulgars are to 
be allowed for their thank Ffulnes to make him king for bu good ſerwice : Further Charles the Emperor u to be extolled for 
hu Primety regard in lmnoring,and feaſting them ſo bount! fully at the mariare : Laftl Y Bradamant and the whole 
crew that world haue exerie one haue taken Vvpon them Rogero $d efence againſt Rodomont,and Ro acro not permit 
ting it, yet they diſdained not to dohim the ſerwice to helpe to arme bimzto put.on bis ſpurres,to ſtay bu horſe, to bold his 
ſeerop tinall which Tdowbr not but the noble minded readers will finde ſufficient matter both to commend ,and to imitate 
without my further labouring to ſet forth the ſame.

ſcepter,but enen Miſtres Mopla, when ſhe fate hooded in the tree to beg a boone -f Apollo, ro aske nothing but t9 haue 
a king to ber busband,and alaſiy one to,and when her pitiful father Dam eras (for want of a better)plaid Apollos party 
and told her ſhe ſhould haue husbands enou oh,ſbe praid downutl! v; they might be all hings:and thus much for the Morall. 
#geus king of Athens, hauing no iſſue, went to the Oracle of Apolio, to know how he might do to haue a ſonne,and 
rece:u;ng a doubtſull anſy er, asked counſellof Pytheus Lord of TroeZenes, that was intheſe dayes counted a deepewiſe 
man; why ſcanning the meaning of the obſcure verſe, which was ths, ;

For this was not a malicious 
tauntof a wry-looking Zoyl , buta gfrauc reprchenſion , and commination of a deuonr 
and diuine writer; Now though the Epithetons of Dyſſs/ure and Looſe, make me partly 
preſume, that rnine author is out of the foreſaid danger, whoſe worke cannot infily be dee 
med laſciuious, wanton, nor carnal, and though I baue ſpoken as I thinke ſufhcicncly in my 
Apologie, to ſatisfic all indifferentreaders, both for mine authors defence and mine owne 
excuſe , yet becauſe I know in mine gwne conſcience , thatall the verſes in this worke be 
not ſo full weight , but if they ſbalbe tryed in fo ſeuere aballance, ſome will be found ma- 
Dy graines too light : | would endeuour all I might to ſupply that defet, with che more 
weightic and ſober conlideration of the Allegorie; which, as Ihaue partly touched in cue- 
ry ſeuerall booke, ſo now 1 intend to preſent to your conſideration the whole bodie of 
the ſame, to make as it were a rehearſal Oration of e which haue placed inthe latter end, 
| m 1j 
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and as it were for a farewell, as men do at a great dinner, in which they haue almoſt ſurfer- 
ted ypon ſundric ſorts of meats, more delicate then wholſome;, yet in the end cloſe vp their 
ftomakes with a peece of a Quince , or ſtrengthen and helpe their digeſtion with a cuppe 
of Sacke; whereas toa temperate feeder ypon wholſome meats, both ofthem are ſuperflu- 
ous. Alſo I dotherather place it inthe end of my booke, becauſe commonly , that which 
men reade laſt ſtickes belt in their memories , and ſol wiſh this todo, being as it were the 
verie kyrnell and principall part , oras the marrow , and thereſt but the bone or vn- 
proficable ſhell ; or according ( as I ſaid in my Apologie , viing Taſſees compariſon) 
like rothe pillthatis lapped inſuger, and giuen a child tor a medicine , who otherwile 
would not bz drawne to take the ſimple drugge though it were to ſaue his life , But 
to come to the matter , mineauthor ( as you may ſee trom the beginning) applyeth his 
whole worke,, and refcrreth ail the parts thercof to two principall heads and common 
places: namely, e-frmes and Loxe: in both which , men commir great ouerfights , and 
trom both which , proceed many great enormous diſorders, both in publique and private, 
For theſe two faults of wantonneſle and wilfulneſſe , are ſo coupled commonly with youth, 
that they ſeeme to be borne at a burthen therewith , andas it were accidents inſepera- 
ble; anda man might almoſt canonize him for a Saiat , that hath paſſedthe heat of his 
youth. , and not offended in one of theſe : but many doubtlefle offend in them both, 
And this is the cauſe that mine authour hath propounded many examples , bur ſpeci- 
ally ewo , in the which men may ſee their frailtie in the Jatrer of theſe ( which Iwill 
handle firſt) namely in the paſſion of loue, As fult Gr/ando, who with along and te- 
dious voyage , guardeth eAngelica fromthe Indies ; then hath her taken from him a- 
mong his friends , after looſeth her , and by ſundric aduentures purſuing her , and yet 
miſſhog moſt narrowly of his purpoſe ,-in the end falleth Rarke maddetor her , till by 
Saint /ohn his wits are ſent him againe , which is as much to ſay , till by the grace of God 
andthe light ofthe Goſpel, be diſcouereth the datknes he walked in, and ſo comes againe 
to himſelfe, 

Secondly and principally in Rogers , whom he faineth to haue bene a man of infinite 
yalue, andot courage able to overcome athouſand of our common worlaly miſeries, but 

et ouercome himſclfe of this paſſion of loue , without any reſiſtance : this is the reaſon 

that he is borne away vpon a horſe wich wings (which would not be gourrned ) vpintothe 
aire,to the countrey of e/cyna, (which we may eaſily conceiucto be the court of pleaſure: ) 
by which mine aithour giues vs to ynderltand that the principall occafion of our euill pro- 
ccedeth of this, when our appetite not ruled by reaſon, ruleth ys,as Horace writeth of anger, 
and may be applyed to any paſſion that firiverh with reaſon: 


Ira furer breus eft, animum rege, qui nif; paret 
Imperat, hunc frents, hunc tu compeſce catena, 


Wherefore this ſame appetite is that paſſionate defire of the minde that we are fo of- 
ten counfailed torel{traine. Now to this defire to this inordinate luſtivg, is ioynedidle- 
neſle , asan aſſiſtant and great furtherer ; as I partly noted in the fourth booke out of 
Ona, Ona ſi tollas, ec. This 1dlenes is fayned by the Pocr, verie grofſe and corpulent, drun- 
kenand drowhe, rydingvpon a Torteſle in token of flouth, and he (forſooth ) is ring-leader 
of a monſtrous band, of which ſome haue heads like dogges, ſome haue neckes like cranes, 
ſome are mounted ypon Oxen or Aſſes, ſome haue countenances and geſtures of Apes, 
ſome are armed with prongs, with forkes, with hookes, with broches(all out of the Kit- 
chen)of all which, whatother meaning can be gathered but this, that 1dlenes andlouth, 
and the not beraking ones ſelfe to ſome honeſt travell , cauleth men to proue drunkards, 
gluttons, backbyrers, reprochers, icſters, paraſites and promoters, with other monſtrous 
and filthie faulces , though worthie to be puniſhed , yet not worthic to be named.

welcoming of this yourhfull Rogers. Thus he is drowned and viterly ouerwhelmed in this 
ulfe of plealure , which mine author hath ſer downe fo lively, asic were the very picture 
of the Prodigall ſonne {poken of in the Scripture, giuen ouer to all vnthrittineſſe, all looſe. 
neſſe of life and/conuerſation. But becauſe the Poet knew very well,thatyouth ofic ſelfe 
hath many good gifts of nature, if the ſame were applied, and that many yong men com- 
ming to rhemſelues againe,haue become notable members of their countreys, and worthy 
patternes of prowefle and vertue; therefore he deuiſerh moſt excellently a meanc whereby 
Rogero vnywindeth himſelfe out of the bonds of eAlcyna, ſhewing how one day being g0t- 
ten from her (athing chat ſeldome happened vnto him)CAZebiſſa recalled him againe, and 
gave himthat Ring that diſcouered all Alcynas trumperies,and made her odious in his fi ohes 
ſo as nowv he curſed herinhis heart, and was aſhamed that euer he had ſer his loue ſo balely. 
This is/to be ynderſtood, that a man beſorred in the fond pleaſures of this world, entring 
into oodly conſideration with himſelfe of his owne eſtate, heareth CAelyſſa, which 15 to be (1,519.4 Fl 
ynderſtood the divine inſpiration of the grace of God,callinghim from the damned courſe | 
of life, to an honeſt and vertuous courſe; and by that Ring which fignifieth reaſon, he 
diſcouereth the odious filchinefle of that which ſeemed to him before molt plealant and 


amiable. | 
Therefore not without verie good cauſe doth the notable writer (I reciced in the be- 


ginning of this treatiſe ) lay downe in the yery firſt chapter of his booke the daunger and 


inconyeniences that grow to men for lacke of-confideration, vſing alſo in another place 
among many his diuine fimilitudes this one, that men are caried by inconfideration to 
their eucrlaſting ruine without anyftriuing; euen as Hawkes are caricd hooded verie qui- Smile. 
etly , which if theirfight were free, would neuer leave bating till they had broken their 
lines , or vrterly tyred themſelues : but notwithffanding thar the Ring of Reaſon ma- 


keth him diſcerne theſe foule deformities of eA/cyna, yet it is maruellous to fee what won- 


derfull impediments be ſet in his way ere he can diſcharge himſelfe of his late recciued mi-

I needed not ſo curiouſly to hauc ſought for ſuch a bidden meaning inthem , when as the 
yeric things themſclues are ſo yntemperatly vicd by many, thatthey keepe them from yer- 
tucs and more honorable ations : How many men giue themſelues ſo extreamely to theſe 
hunters, haukes, hounds, and horſes , thatthey cannor {carſe affoord an houre to the ftudie 
of wiſedome and temperance? though I do not vtterly condemne the honorable vſe of them 
all, for recreation, ſo as a man would remember, Ne quid nmr, oras our E ngliſh Proverbe 
faith, Too much of one thing is good fot nothing. _ 

' Now when theſe difficulties be ouercome , then yettor a great while the way is paine- 
full , the weather is hor, the Sunne parcheth , Rogers rideth ſolitaric withour compa- 
nic or good fellowſhip ; and by and by another tempration afſailes him : Three Ladies 
ſporting themſelues by the ſeaſide would ſtay him ; one offers him wine increafing his 

" thirſt withthe (light of it, another inuites him to alight, the third railes vpon him for his 
inciuilitie : The ficlt of theſe is our concupiſence , that with a perpetuall thirſt Rtillma- 
keth vs couet things hurrfull for our ſelues : the ſecond is caſe , thar is loth to ſuſtainetoo 
much labour , but is till perſwading vs to giue ouer vertuous workes , becauſe they are 

ainfull : the third is the mockerie and lewd vſe of the world , as I haue alſonoted in his 
place,to ieſt at ſuch as liue aufterely and vertuouſly, as though it were a toke of a baſe mind, 
whereas indeed, itis the onely noble dif poſition that may be, tofollow yertue, and to de- 
ſpiſe pleaſure. 

Thele three women though Rogero fled away , yet they followed him, which fignifteth, 
tharour owne imperfeRions cuermore follow vs , neither can we be ridde ofthem, and it 
ſuffiſeth not ro ouercome them once, but that we mult wage continuall battell with them. 
Now again(trhis perperuall miſcrie we are ſtrengthened by diſcipline, & made able to with- 
ſtand them , which is ſignified by the wiſe and graue Pilot , that tranſports Rogere by ſea, 
from eAlcywato LogeFtilla; andin ſooth itmay well be called aſea, in which euerie waue is 
xeadie toouerwhelme vs, and cuerieſtorme able ytterly to diſcourage ys, if we hadnot a 
good Pilot both ſafely ro guide vs, and chearfully to encourage ys, by telling vs what enter=- 
tainment we ſhall finde, if we come once into her harbour,

Theſe be the Captaines of that Armie Royall, that can overcome legions, nay millions 
of vices : and ſure if you will not allow the latt of them fora principall leader, yet youmuſt 
atleaſt , make him treaſurer and paymaſter, or elec ir is great doubr that for lacke of pay, 
you will be driuen to Cafſyre your bands, Butto proceede, perhaps it will ſeeme ſtrange 
to ſome, as it did tomy ſelfear the firſt reading, howit comes to pafſe that Logeſtilia and 
elcyna are liſters, the one legitimate, the other a battard; and that the baſtard hath yſurped 
ypon the others ſtare, and hath ſcarce left her aboue one ſtrong hold, The expoſition is this. 

The nature of man(by which is raderſtood our appetite or affeRion, which oughtto 
be ſubie co reaſon,and to be gouetned thereby,this nature (I ſay) was ar the firſt a lawful 
child of God, and was by the ſpirit; of God framed to hisowne likeneſſe, there to gouerne 
and rule by reaſon and wiſedome, ſo that afore nature was corrupted, all the partes of our 
minde were ina perfe&accord and harmonie, ynderthe gouernement of reaſon, or rather 
euerie one ſetting forward it ſelfe to vertuous actions : but when this firſt perfeQtion was 


loſt,and that ſame great rebellion was made , tothe/ouerthrow of that quiet and ſetled 
Nate, the heart became ſo weake , /as it was not able ro endure the concinuall aſſaults ofthe | 
aſhons that aſſayledit, andin the end was content to take ue wich them, againſt the rea- / 


ſonable part ofthe minde, And how euery part of the body engenders ſuch ſeeds of con-/ 
cupiſcence, that nature is become a baſtard filter to reaſon, and yſurpes that gouernement 
that is due onely to her , and leaueth her onely one caſtell, which was lo ſtrongly ſcuated 
thatir was impregnable-: ſo that nowreaſon is retired asitwere to her principall fortrefle, 
tothe head, the reſt ofthis kingdome being poſſeſſed (by Alcyna )by pleaſure and fond de- 
lights.

' thatwould vſc ſuch aglaſſe , whatanotable Antidoton it would be againſtthe poyſon of 
Aatteric? | 

You faire Ladies , that ſpend ſo many houres in looking and prying ina glaſſeto ſec 
if this ſhadowſit handſomely , if your rebatoes be well ſer , if your wyersftand cuen y 
on your heads, and the pendentiuſtin the middle of your forheads, andin the leaſt of chele 
matters you will not beleeue your maids eyes, but you will (ce it your ſelues, why are you 
ſo credulous to belecue lyers andflatrerers, that tell youyour chaſtities and other womanlie 
vertues be extolled and prayſed,and will not looke in that true glaſſe, to ſee if you deſerue it 
or no? 

It is true , that men gge no fit iudges of themſclues , becauſe commonly they are 
parciallin their owne cauſe, yeris iras true , that he that will diſpoſe him to iudge 
indifferentlic of himſelte , can bo ie better then any bodie elſe , becauſe aman can ſee 
further into his owne minde and heart , then any one elſe can. Butnow , tocometo 
this faire houſe' of Legeftila, rogghich I would fo fayne invite you all , both Lordes 
and Ladics, thatreade this diſcourſe, here be ſweete gardens, here be wholeſome herbes, 
here is the continuall ſpring : Here thar vnbridled horſe , that bare away Rogers fo 
farre out of Europe , is taught to obey the rodde and the rayne, and made ſeruiceable and 
at commaundement. Further , by the helpe of the ring ( as was touched before) manie 
that had benetransformed into brute beaſtes , were reſtored to their ſhape againe : theſe 
wereſuch as were ſo drowned in vice , and in beaſtlic pleaſures , that no part of the 
reaſonable man was left inthem, eſolfo was reſtored to his ſhape, thathad bene turned 
into a myrtle, (now the myrtle was ſaid euer to haue bene Ven cree; ) and becauſe he 
was ſo entangled in Venerie, that he could not get himſelfe out of it, therefore heis fayned 
to haue taken roote inthe groundas the tree doth , andſo was faſtened, that without 
CHelyſſs afſhiftance he could not haue ſtirred from thence, Thus , as you ſee mine 
Authour vnder a prettie fition , hath brought you to behold the whole miſerie of the 
life of man, and therein the beginning of the ſeuenth booke , he exhortech mento confi- 
dertche meaning of his tale, | 


Wherefore to ſome my tale may ſceme a fable, 
Whoſe wits to underſtand it, are not able, 


Burt now becauſe there are divers kindes of errours , in this laberinth of loue , and as 
divers meanes by which menoffen , as there are divers fortes of men that offend; there- 
fore you may perceiue how my aut. our hath filled the whole booke with ſundry exam- 
ples both ofmen and women : as befide Orlando of whom I ſpake before , whoſe mad- 
nefſe gaue the name to his worke , calling it Orlando Fariſo , thereis Sacrapant , that 
followes engelica from the Indies , andis ill foded out by her with faire wordes : There 
is Renaldo , thatis extreamely in loue with her , till the water of diſdaine draue away, 
and cooled the heat of his affeQion ; and the whole booke is full of examples of men 
and women , that inthis matter ofloue , haue bene notable in one kinde or other , of 
which I will touch ſome { peciall ones, and omitthe reſt, as nor ſo much worth the ſtanding 
ypon. 

The ordinarie kindes of loue are ſet downe to ys of the good and the bad in rwo 
couples : efngelica and Doralice 'of the worſe kinde , and Ghmpia and Bradamant 
of the the berter ſort. In eAneelca , the excellentneſſe ofher beautic bred ſuch an cx- 
ceeding pride. , that diſdayning the greareft and worthyeſt Princes thar liucd in that

and violent, But inthe worthy Bradamant isa perfect patterne oftrue honorablelloue 
Rezere,moued firlt by his valuc, by his courage,by his behauiour, by his worth which made 
him worthie of herloue, In her youſhall finde noraſknefſe,no want of conftancie of faith 
of all other due regards: for neither could her ſundry ouerchwart chances. neither the expe- 
Qation andlengrh of time, (which is wontto breed alterations, )nor the obſtinate ans 
nefle of her father, nor the yaine ambition of her mother, northeftate and Empire of Leon 
with all the promiſed riches andereaſures his Father and he poſſeſſed, once withdraw her 
minde from her firſt Joue, Further , Bradamzant did not rafhlic fall inloue , as did Olyms- 
pia, burthe Propheteſſe Hehſſa, and rokens from aboue, diden courage herto her honeſt 


loue, for ſhowing her of hernoble poſteritie, and of all thoſe bleſſings that accompanie the 


ſame: ſo as indeed, in heronely we haue a patterne ofhoneſt and commendable loue be- 
fore martiage, 

Now there arein like manner two payre of marryed women , one worthic all re- 
proch,, the tother meriting all praiſe , The ſhameleſle Oryegilla and her filchie artans, 
are a patterne of baſe and filchie loue , grounded vpon ribauldrie, and continued with all 
fraudulent practiſes that may be; in which alſo the fond affeRion, and doting fancie of Grif- 
fiao is to be pitied, that could not ſee her trecherie til with notable ſhame and ſcorne, he felr 
the fruits of ir, 

Another patterne of lewdneſſe in all kindes , is the tragicall life of the abhomi- 
nable Gabryna , that forherfilchie luſt , brake all the Jawes of hoſpitalitic and huma- 
nitic : Firſt tempting Fy/andro moſt impudentlie , then accuſing him moſt falſclie, 
laſtlie circumuenting him moſt ſubtillie , and making him with a moſt rare crueltie 
to kill her husband , and marrie her (elfe ; and finallie when ſhe grew wearie of 
him, ſhe found the meanes to poyſon both him and the Phifition , and not re- 
ſting there , ſpent all her life after in working all kinde of treaſon and miſchiefe, 
eucn to her laſt gaſpe, which ſhe ferchton the gallowes, Such Gabrynas and Hedeaas 
this perhaps there are in the world , that to effect their divelliſh purpoſes , will not 
Ricke to praiſe any kinde of trecherie 2nd poyſoning , yea and rake a pride and felicitic 
when they can ouerthrow noble houſes , ſergreat men together by the eares , cayle 
bloudſhed;, andruine, and hurlyburliein Cities and common wealthes , and cauſe bro- 
thers to cut off one anothers head: whereupon that old yerſe may ſeeme to haue bene made 


vpon ſome ground;

bur euen a valiant hearted man,to ſhed teares with compaſſion, Further,the deathes of both 
theſe Ladies, in ſundry kindes are molt admirable : Fiorde/rege builds her alittle roome in 
the-ſepulcher other husband, and there becomes an Anchorite://abel/afalling imto the hand 
of the barbarous Rodomone , and hauing no way to ſauc her chaſtitie from his violence, 
deuiſed a meane to redeeme it with the price of her life: Oh worthy //abella, that deſeruet to 
be painted in Tables, and ſer foorth in clothes of Artes, for an example to all young Ladies 
of conſtant chaltitie. 

But nowto goe forward , wehaueto conſider likewiſe of the inchaunted Pallace, in 
which as it were in an infinite laberinth, ſo many brauc young men of great vallour , looſe 
themſelues in ſecking their loues,, and when they would depart thence, they hearethem- 
ſclues called backe, and thinke they ſee their faces; but when they come, thinking to finde 
them, they yaniſh out of theirfights, and turne to ſhadowes. This inchantment is likewiſe |. 
referred to loue,that painteth forth in our fancie, the Image of the'party loved,repreſenting 
tovs the ſweete ſpeech,the ſeemely behauiour,the gracious lockes of our Idol that we wor- 
ſhip: but neither can we finde it when we ſeeke for it, neither doth the heart take any re- 
pole, ſtill labouring to attaine to the end which more do mifle then hit, and yet when they 
Co atthine toit, for the molt part they grow as wearie, as before they grew fond, We may 
fay that Dizo was in this laberinth, when as V:rg!/ deſcribeth her:

Wherefore this pzflion may well be called That tick/img won? that flat'ring crnell for, as 
itisin the firſt booke, Andno maruell if Rozero once againe, hauing lolt his ring ofreaſon, 
be drawne into this inchaunted Pallace, Onely «ſofo (caught by a booke Logeſiu/a gaue 
him, to take away a fantaſticall Image, or ſome ſuch witchcraft as lay vnder the threſhold) 
diffolued the inchauntment, But whereas it is faid that er/azra did build it , thereby to 
keepe Nogeroin an idlelife, therein he toucheth the fond rendernes of diuers parents ouer 
their children, who bringing them yp in wantonneſſe, eaſe and pride, make them the more 
aptto fall into this inchamiing laberinth, Many more cxamples are alledged by mine author: 
a5 that pretric Comicall tale of 4104.zur and Genewra:the fantaſticall tale of Norandino and 
Lncyna, that were laptin goates skinnes : the death of Marganorres two ſonnes : the tale of 

the Mantuan knigh: that had the married mens cup, All which haue good Moralities, and 
may be ficlie applyed to this common place of loue, 

Now the other common place is of armes , which indeed is more pertinent to matters 
ot ſtate.(as rotheristo priuate life and manners, )and inthis mine author hath carricd his in- 
uention verie daintilie , and well worth the marking , For he propoundeth to vsthe cx- 
ample oftwo mightie Emperours , one of which direQeth all his counſels by wiſedome, 
learnivg, and Religion; Bur the other being raſh, and vaexperienced,ruincd himſelfe and 
his couartric : and in this ſtorie though muchof it be fayned , yet arc {ct downe the ye- 
rieordinarie cauſes , and the vſuall ſequels of all ſuch garboy!s and troubles. Ir is aimoft 
an vſuail matter toreade of young Princes, that being left in peace and profperiie , and

Likewiſe in Rodomont there was exceeding ſtrength of bodie,as well as courage ofminde, 
bur the ſame was gouerned with no deliberation; which cauſed him to attempt, and co giue 
ouer things attempted very ſodainly , which froally carned to be hurrfull co himfelfe as well 
as ro others, | 

Oa the other ſide. Rena/ds was a franke narured man, valiant8& curteous, Ferraw ſtout, bur 
too ful of cracking,and therby procuring himſelte enmiries:Orlands ful of clemencie as well 
as courage:Zerbins a patterne of a molt noble & thaokful nature,and chough not fortunate, | 
yer moſt famous in deſpite of fortune, : 

Rogero,the verie Idea and perfect example of atrue knight,thar will by no meanes break 
his faith and his honour, that ſeckes no aduantage ofthe inchanted ſheeld,thatto be grate- 
full to Don Leon Auguſtus, would leeſe both louc and life, and finally, that in defence of his

Further, as I haue often noted in the ſeuerall bookes, it1saverie pleaſing thing to ſee

ters alone, then all the reſt do with their force and armes, 

Further, inthe praiſe of learning, and to moue Princes to fauour learning,he ſhewes how 
onely the pen ofthelearned is thatthat preſeruesthe good fame of Princes, as for the com- 
mon fooliſh Pamphler-writers he condemneth them, likening them to Vultures, carren 
Crowes, and chattering Pyes, that are nor able to faue their friends names from the lake of 
oblwion, becauſe their writings are not durable. Thus much Ithought good to note ofthe 
generall Allegorie ofthe whole worke,to giue you occaionto ruminate,as it were,and bet- 
ter todiſgeſtthat, which you beforein reading, did perhaps ſwallow downe whole withour 
chewing.

ofit, hath greatly increaſed the account and-credit thereof, His fathers name was Ni- His father. 
cholas eArioffo, and both his father and yncles bare offices in their countrey of good va- 
lew, his mothers name was e444 ofthe houſe of Malagmſic in Reggio, as appeareth His mother, 
in one of his Satyres where he nameth her, Now though this Lodowike eAriofto were 
his fathers eldeſt ſonne , yer he had foure brothers and fiue ſitters; the names of his bro- 
thers himſelfe ſet downe ia his fecond Satyre, Charles, eAlexander, Galaſſo, and Gabriel, 
where alſo he complaineth chat CAlercarie was no great friend to his houſe , meaning #% #rathers 
that their wealch was but ſmall , becauſe none of them had vſed to increaſe itby trat- 
ficke or merchandize. Now though his father were aman of good reckning , as ha- 
uing bene in his yourh a companion of Duke Bor/o, and after that an officer to Duke Her- 
cules, in a good place, namely his CMaiordomo , which Itake to figaific as much as great 
malte® or teward ofhis houſe, and often employed as Ambaſſadour from him to the 
Pope, and ta the king of France , and conſequently receiued of him great preferments, 
a; well in digntties, as reuenewes and fees, yerit feemeth that he liued euer ſo at the vt- 
rermoſt of his abilitie , thathe purſed yplictle ro the increaſe of his ftacke , andrhereby 
left his heire no verie rich man. But toſpeake of the ſonneof whom I chictly intend my 71; ;,9,,4nws 
diſcourſe, certaine itis that from his verie childhood, he ſhewed great tokens of forward- in by child- 
nesinallſtudie, bur ſpecially in Poetrie , in ſomuch that his father yerliving , he tranſ- hood:

and ſo cauſed his brothers and fiſters to play it. Howbeir his father being vrrerly vn- 
learned , and rather regarding what ftudie would be molt proficableto be followed by his 
fonne, then whart his nature and inclination did beſt ſerue him ro, compelled him to ftudic 
rhe ciuill law,in which hauing plodded ſome yecares verie vat , and with no great

Eſepes fables ; though I ſee not how that could be, conſidering that being verie young, 


they lay he made and openly pronounced an Oration in Latine, that gaue cuen then great 


hope of him : the beſt likchhood is , that when his father ſer himro the Law , which he 
bad nominde vnto , thatthen he loſt his Latine againe , which is ſoone done , andſo 
was glad to fall ro it freſhly , afrerhe came to mans eſtate , which he did verie tudioule. 
ly,reading manie bookes, andeſpecially Horace , whom he ſtudied ſothorowly , that 
he was able toexpound diuers hard and obſcure places in his Odes , which were then nor. 
vndeaſtood, and itis obſerued , thar when Leo the tenth was Pope , both his holineſſe 
anddiuersgreat Prelatesin Rome fauored him greatly , euen in that reſpet, Thus as 
I ſaid, his naturall inclination carrying him chiefly toPoetrie , he gaue himſelfeto reade 
thoſe Poets that were of beſt account, both in Latine and Italian, as his worke well 
ſhewes , in his oft and excellent imitations of them , and his gift was ſuch, that though 


| his youngeſt brother Gabrie/ wrote reaſonable well , and by meanes of a lameneſſe he 


had, gaue hunſelfe wholly to ſtudie, yerhe came fo farre ſhort of him, that there was 
no compariſon : ſo that as one ſaid of Tully, Satis eff neon modo in vna familia , ſed invna 
ciunate effe vnum Rhetorem ; itis enough to haue one good Orator not onely in a fa- 
mily,bur cuen in a whole Citie:So one naay ſay of e-Lr:ofto,it is enough that all Italy had one 
ſo excellent a Poer. Yet he was often woont to lament as before hum Perrarke,and before

But toproceed, when he had prettilie entered himſelfe in Poetrie, and was of the age of

nie, that alittle before were conquerours of the world , and vnwatchable for courage and 
learning: but to proceed to his end, he liued til he was 59.yeares old, and toward his latter end 
he grew ſickly, and by much Phyſicke marred his Romacke, his ficknefle grew firſt as they 
write by meancsof ill digeſtion , he beinga grofſe feeder, and not chewing his meate well, 


ſothatinthe end it weakned him very much, That veiy night that he ſickned and tooke his 


bed, there happened a great miſchance, thatwas (in the opinion of moſt men) a preſage of 
his death, The goodly Hall that eMfenſo had beautified with the moſt ſumptuous Stage 
that had bene ſcene in Ferrara, (purpoſely for Arioſtes Comedies) was fiered by miſchance, 
and conſumed a great part ofthe Dukes pallace beſide . Now iffire (as one eArtimedorus 
writeth) betokeneth fame and greatneſſe,then this vnfortunate fire fortuning at ſuch atime | 
asit did,may yer {crue 2s a meane toenoble the more this famous mans death : and as Co- 
metsare ſaid to foreſhewthe death of Princes, ſo this terrible fire laſting ſo many dayes as 
it did, might be thonghtto foretell his death, chiefly fince it conſumed tbat worke that was 
built for his great fame and honour , He tooke his fickneſſe not onely patiently but eucn 
chearfully , affirming thathe was willing todie , and ſo much the rather becauſe he heard 
that the greateſt Diuines were of opinion, that after this life we ſhould know one another, 
affirming to his friends chat were by, that many his friends were departed, whom he had a 
very great deſire to viſite, and that euery houre ſeemedtohima yeare till he might ſee them. 
In fine,he dyedin Ferrara the eight of Tuly,1 533. and though he were worthy of all honor,
